He 
added, "One indication of this was 
that he ofum talked about the meals 
he took in secret, at dead of night, 
with only his most intimate com- 
panions present.” 

Mr. Dacko's statement came 
amid a series of accusations of can - 
tribalism against Mir. Bokassa 
since his ouster. But no witness has 
yet turned up who actually saw Mr.

Kabul Rebels Say 
40 Troops Killed 

TEHRAN, Oct. 3 (UP1) — 
Moslem guerrillas IdBed 40 Afghan 
government troops in a battle yes- 
terday in southwest Afghanistan, 
the rebels said today. 

A statement issued by the rebels 
in Qom, ‘Iran, also said that four 
guerrillas were killed in the battle 
near the Iranian border. 

Afghan troops used tanks and 
heD copiers in the battle, the state- 
ment said. It said that the guerrillas 
destroyed three vehicles, captured 
two loaded with food supplies, and 
seized 40 Soviet-made rifles, four re-> 
volvers and 2,000 rounds of rifle 
ammunition.

The 
villa was heavily guarded by elite 
troops of Mr. Bokassa’s army.

Within hours of Mr. Bokassa’s 
overthrow, crowds looted the villa, 
partly destroying the building and 
its extensive annexes. Police said 
(he freezer was securely locked, and 
the looters djd-not succeed in forc- 
ing the doors until 24 hours later. 
The., human remains bad begun .to 
decompose because the electricity 
was cut off the previous day. 

Albertine Ketiego, a lfr-y ear-old 
student, said she identified one of 
the bodies as that of her unde, Gas- 
ton Wengue, a worker in a local alu- 
minum factory. 

“His head, arms and right leg 
were cut off,” she said. "But I rec- 
ognized the body because of a tat- 
too on his chest that included his 
name and (hat I had often seen be- 
fore.”

KUWAIT (NYT) — On the face 
of it, the prosperity of Kuwait is 

dazzling 

This is ’a country where citizens 
pay no income tax. no property tax, 
no sales tax nor any sort of tax. 

Education and medical care are 
free. Food is heavily subsidized. 
Kuwaitis are guaranteed a job. The 
government distributes- land to peo- 
ple onsWfcich they can buOd houses 
with 40-year, Tow-interest loans, 
modi of which will eventually be 
forgiven. 

Only on Paper , 

According to the International 
Bank for Reconstruction and De- 
velopment, the average Kuwaiti has 
an annual income of $15,000 — 
twice as much as- an American, 50 
times more than an Egyptian and 
150 times more than an Ethiopian. 
To outsiders, this arid desert land 
sitting atop 70 billion-barrels of ofl 
and co llec tin g more t han $10 billion 
from its oil exports yearly is a Uto- 
pia. 

The Kuwaitis say that h is not 
easy to 'manage all that wealth, and 
that it is misleading to think of their 
oil money as zeal wealth. “It's only 
'so on paper,” indeted Abdlatif al- 
Hamad, director general at the 
Kuwait Fund for Arab Economic 
Development. “There is a big differ- 
ence between ixAome and wealth.” 
He argues, as do other officials, that 
Kuwait is a developing economy 
based on a single resource, racing 
against time to build a real econo- 
my. before the oO runs out in a pro- 
jected 70 years. 

• Difficult Chalgnge 

Kuwaitis say the challenge of 
handling the wealth has proved dif- 
ficult. like other oil-producing, Gulf 
countries such as Saudi Arabia, the 
United Arab Emirates, Qatar and 
Bahrain. Kuwait is afflicted with a 
small population, a narrow consum- 
er market and little space to spend 
its money. The challenge of build- 
ing viable economies is made more 
■ difficult by the inability to sustain 
large industries or find the labor 
pool needed to build them, even if

British Panel Urges Broad Powers 
For Lawyers to Advertise Services 

LONDON, Oct. 3 (NYT) — Lawyers in Britain should be given 
broad powers to advertise their services and fees, a royal commis- 
sion said today in reporting on its 3%-year study of the country’s > 
much-criticized legal system. 

But' the 15-member group, drawn from various walks of fife, 
unanimously rejected proposals to end the sharp distinction be- 1 
tween solicitors and barristers. It also said that the ban on con- 
tingency fees — payments to the civil lawyer only if he wins the case 
— should remain. 

Although the Royal Commission on Legal Services made 369 rec- 
ommendations for reform and improvement — many of them in- 
volving increased .public access to lawyers — it found no basic defi- 
ciencies. t 

The four- volume report, which cost $2.7 million to produce, will 
be .sent to Parliament for debate, but it is considered unlikely that 
the Conservative government will introduce any legislation that is- 
volves spending more money. 

Advertising by solicitors, however, requires only (hat their profes- 
sional society rewrite the rules. Some observers believe that this 
could happen despite strong opposition from many solirilars. 

The commission, holding that clients should be provided with the 
fullest information, said. that advertisements could include special- 
ties, knowledge of foreign languages, details of fixed charges, branch 
offices, academic qualifications and whether the firm accepts work 
under the government’s legal-aid program. 

The recommendation against fusing the two branches of practice 
: — the solicitors who deal with the public and the bewigged barris- 
ters who, by referral argue cases in the courts — was based mainly 
- on the belief that solicitors, if given more freedom, would gravitate 
to large city practices. 


LONDON, Ocl 3 (AP) — Gold 
prices dropped sharply in Europe 
today as bullion markets backed off 
from yesterday’s dizzy, record- 
shattering. roller-coaster' ride, while 
the dollar finned against most cur- 
rencies. 

Gold, which had peaked at more 
than $440 an ounce at height of 
frenzied trading yesterday, closed in 
London today at $401 an ounce and 
in Zurich at $404.50. 

That compared to yesterday's 
closing records of $424 in London 
and $438 in Zurich, but was still 
higher than any closing before 
Monday. Gold passed the $300 
mark about six weeks ago. 

Dealers said today trading was 
frantic as gold holders sought to 
reap maximum profits from the 
gold rush before an anticipated cor- 
rection that would be amplified by 
an effective UJS. rescue package for 
the dollar. 

Heavy buying by European cen- 
tral banks steadied the dollar, and 
one Zurich currency dealer said: 
“People are more hesitant, more 
prudent” about dumping the U.S. 
currency... . . 

But many took the view of a 
Frankfurt trader who saw the dol- 
lar's trend as still basically down- 
ward despite any amount of central 
bank propping- up until the long 
term problems of the U.S. economy 
and a worldwide oversupply of dol- 
lars are corrected. 

The dollar, which has gained all 
year against the Japanese yen de- 
spite its problems against other cur- 
rencies, gained again today regard- 
. less of heavy Japanese central bank 
seUing in an effort to keep down the 
cost of Japanese imports. The dollar 
closed at 225.475 Yen. up from yes- 
terday’s 224.875.

Gibraltar Shows Spain It Can Survive on Its Own

GIBRALTAR (1HT) —At exactly 6 aaiL, a 
policeman swings open the wire-mesh gate 
lending to Spain, just as he and his fellow offi- 
cers have done for years. At 1 am. the follow- 
ing. another policeman swings it shut, as usu- 
al Yet. with the exception of a half dozen 
critical ambulance cases, so one has passed 
through the gate in a decade. 

A few yards to the north; another gate in a 
parallel chain-link fence topped by several 
strands of barbed wire remains shut, its. 
hinges gathering rust since Franco decided to 
press his government's claim to the British- 
held rock of Gibraltar. 

The ritual opening of the gate is the Gibral- 
1 aria ns' way of showing the world that it was 
not their derision to make this border even 
more impenetrable than the one dividing and 
Berlin. 

The Spanish town of La Lines, once a brief 
stroll away, lies while and beckoning through 
the fences’ bhir, Kke a memory of a lost lover. 
The city of Algedras, <m the opposite side of 
the bay. is clearly visible from any point on 
the western side of the rock. Yet Spain is 
hours away. 

The measures taken by Spain/in the 1960s 
to isolate the disputed territory included cut- 
ting all direct transport links by land and wa- 
ter. The quickest way to get to Spain is by the 
hydrofoil that leaves almost every afternoon. 
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first crossing the Strait of Gibraltar to the 
Moroccan port- of Tangier, /then skimming 
back across to Algedras. The journey takes 
more than two hours. The same trip on the 
ordinary oceangoing ferries is more than 


twice as long; You can fly to 
there is no airport near the rock on 
ish side of the strait to fly bade to. 

“The closing of the frontier was a heavy 
blow ” Gibraltar’s chief minister. Sir Joshua 
Hassan, told an interviewer. “It didn't catch' 
us completely unprepared, but of course it did 
require considerable adjustmenL” 

When Spain sealed the border, suspended 
ferry services and cut telephone and telegraph 
Jinks to the British colony, it also deprived 
Gibraltar of a 5,000-man labor force that had 
commuted daily from La Linca. It also 
abruptly halted the flow of shoppers to the 
free port. Connutmications links wjere re- 
stored Last year, but transport links are still 
cut. 

Difficult Times 

“We had some difficult times, but we were 
able to overcome it," the chief minister said. 
“In fact, this is why I often say to my Spanish 
friends that if the policy of restrictions of Gi- 
braltar was imposed in order to strangle Gi- 
braltar economically, to show that Gibraltar 
couldn’t live without Spain and therefore it 
would have to become Spanish, then that poli- 
cy .has failed, because we have survived 15 
years of restrictions and 10 years of a dosed 
frontier.”

Jackson Seeks Syrian Aid 
In Bid to Moderate PLO 


DAMASCUS. Oct. 3 (AP) —The 
Rev. Jesse Jackson said today that 
he backed Syria's support for the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
and that the PLO was the legitimate 
representative of the Palestinian 
cause. 

Mr. Jackson then tried to woo 
Syria into joining his efforts to get 
the PLO to exchange guns for di- 
plomacy in talks here with Syrian 
President Hafez al-Assad. 

Mr. Jackson, who received sup- 
port for his call yesterday in talks 
with Egyptian President Anwar Sa- 
dat. was to return to Beirut later to- 
day to press the theme on PLO 
chief Yasser Arafat. 

(Mr. Jackson was hospitalized to- 
night with a stomach ailment on his 
return to Beirut and has had to 
postpone talks with Mr. Arafat and 
other PLO officials. There was no 
immediate word on his condition. 
He was first taken to Beirut Hospi- 
tal and then admitted to the hospi- 
tal at the American University of 
Beirut shortly after his arrival,!

U.S. Agency Says Low-Fat Diet Reduces Cancer Risk 


By VictrirCohry 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (WP) — 
Americans can markedly reduce the 
risk of getting cancer by eating less, 
by eating a balanced, low-fat, high- 
fiber diet and by drinking only 
moderate amounts of alcohol, the 
National Cancer Institute raid yes- 
terday. 

The pronouncement, rite first of 
its kind by tire government’s main 
cancer-fighting agency, was in re- 
sponse to growing evidence that 
seems to link and cancer. 

For example, many authorities 
believe thpt there is more breast 
cancer in women — and more can- 
cer of the colon in both men and 
women — who eat large quantities 
of meat and dairy fats. 

The statement, before a Senate 
nutrition subcommittee headed by 
Sen. George McGovern, D-SJD., 
was also a response to strong pres- 
sure from Sen. McGovern and Sen. 
Bob Dole. R-Kam, the subcommit- 
tee's ranking min o ri ty member, to 
say _ s omething tO “help the public” 
avoid cancer.

economy and increased federal aid 
du-oughout the state helped Califor- 
nia’s local governments make up for 
the estimated $6 billion lost because 
of Proposition 13, according to a re- 
port by the General Accounting off- 
ice, Congress’ investigative ' uniL 
Proposition 13, approved by Cali- 
fornia voters in June, 1978. cut 
property taxes by almost 60 per- 
cent 

“The predicted dire consequences 
of Proposition 13 have basically 
been avoided,” tbe GAO conclud- 
ed. saying that Proposition 13 “had 
had only a minimal impact on local 
California government operations 
[and] federal grant outlays/ 1 

The most noticeable result so. far 
has been a slight reduction in the 
annual growth rate of local Califor- 
nia government spending — to 
about 7 percent from about 10 per- 
-cem a year, the GAO said. 

While layoffs of 300.000 tp 
450,000 had been predicted by op- 
ponents of the tax cut, only 18,000 
public sector jobs have been cut be- 
cause of the measure; the GAO 
said. Another 90,000 jobs were lost 
because of accelerated attrition, but 
“even so, total public service em- 
ployment has declined by less than 
4 percent in tbe state,” the report 
raid. 

GAO’s investigators found, how- 
ever, that local officials now have a 
“more- cautious attitude toward fed- 
eral grant programs in California” 
because of Proposition 13. They are 


concerned about taking on 
commitments that would require 
making matching fund commit- 
ments. the GAO said. 

“California’s experience has been 
unique because state-resources were 
available to cushion Proposition 
13’s impact and the economic di- 
mate within the state is strong,” the 
report concluded. But, it said, “the 
minimal impact on government op- 
erations observed by the GAO does 
not necessarily portend results 
which could be expected in- other 
suues where similar measures have 
been or might be enacted.” 

The study did not take into ac- 
count the estimated 10 percent in- 
flation rate, and thus local govern- 
ments did not keep up with infla- 
tion when they Increased tireir 
spending by 7 percent last year. 

As expected, the $4.2 billion from 
surplus state funds that was given 
to cities and counties did the most 
to offset the local governments’ rev- 
enue losses. The local governments 
also had their own surpluses, im- 
posed new fees, and won increased 
federal aid to make up nearly all or 
the Test of the S6 billion in lost 
property taxes, the GAO found. 

“The net result of these factors 
was a total revenue loss to local 
governments or less than 1 per- 
cent," the GAO concluded. 

Despite Proposition 13. county 
governments in California actually 
brought in $222 million more — a 
10-percent increase — than in fiscal 
1978 before the tax cut, the GAO 
found. 

The increase was caused not only 
by the state bailout, but by $344 
million in new user fees, 5156 mil- 
lion more in federal aid and $66 
million more in other county reve- 
nues such as sales taxes that were 
spurred by the strong California 
economy, the GAO said.

If periodic rains do not occur 
during the June-to-December dry 
season, the cashew crop, which 
yields fruit, ants and oil, is lost

one of the hardships faced by the 
wretchedly poor farm workers of 
the region.

If read carefully, President Carter's report 
to the nation on Soviet troops in Cuba says 
that there is no serious military problem and 
there may never have been one except hi the 
minds of the president and some other Amer- 
ican leaders. Translated loosely, this means 
there remains only a domestic political prob- 
lem, from which Mr. Carter and the SALT-2 
treaty must now be rescued. 

Despite its murkiness, the president's 
speech was admirable in spirit. As he empha- 
sized, the arms control treaty should not be 
connected to ANY Soviet conduct anywhere. 
SALT-2 is a sound agreement that will con- 
fine the nuclear arms race to specified chan- 
nels. It thus augments the security of the 
United States. No one has proved that the 
United States would be more secure without 
it. If the treaty were a bad bargain, it should 
fall of its own weight. It is in fact a fair bar- 
gain. The Senate should approve the treaty 
this year. 

* * * 

On the narrower Cuban issue that his ad- 
ministration had created, the president was 
more grudging and melodramatic, but also 
finally sound. 

Between the lines, he conceded that the So- 
viet leaders were not necessarily the “liars” 
he recently said they were. He also implied 
that the only thing really new about the Sovi- 
et brigade was that U.S. intelligence now 
PERCEIVES it as a combat unit: “When at- 
tention was then focused on a careful review 
of past intelligence data,” Mr. Carter said, “it 
was possible for our experts to conclude that 
this unit had existed for several years, proba- 
bly since the mid-1970s and possibly even 
longer.” In short, the “status quo” in Cuba 
that the president — and we — called unac- 
ceptable a month ago seems now to have 


been unwittingly accepted by Americans for 
many years. 

This finding raises obvious questions 
about the' quality of U.S. intelligence, which 
the president evaded. Something went wrong, 
if not in recent months then in the years 
when “it was believed” that the two or three 
thousand troops in question were not combat 
but training forces. Mr. Carter did not reveal 
what aspect of the force made him dispute 
the Soviet contention that its only role is 
training.

But if any serious concern about the troops 
remained, the president could hardly'be con- 
tent with his resolute list of trivial coun- 
termeasures. More, surveillance, more 
maneuvers,' previously scheduled increases in 
aid to Caribbean nations and the upgrading 
of a 'military headquarters in Key West — 
these are measures to mollify the senators 
who climbed even farther out on die presi- 
dent's Cuba limb. Indeed, the most signifi- 
cant move on the political front came not 
from the White House but from an apparent- 
ly sympathetic Kremlin. President Leonid 
Brezhnev is said to have promised never to 
enlarge the Cuban unit or to give it addi- 
tional capabilities; Mr. Carter could claim 
this as a promise of the unit's “future non- 
combat status.” 

Prudent as it seems, such retreat by a hard- 
pressed U.S. president calMtever be taken for 
granted. After mistakenly magnifying the 
problem and jeopardizing SALT, Mr. Carter 
chose to rectify matters at the risk of expos- 
ing more ineptitude in his administration. He 
put diplomatic interests ahead of his political 
interest, to his credit and the nation’s benefit 
This should be the end of a sorry affair. On 
to SALT.

Jamming the BBC’s Voice 


A visitor from Thailand was recently asked 
if he took seriously the news reports of the 
Voice of America and the British Broadcast- 
ing CoTp. “It’s sometimes the only way we 
find out what’s happening in our own courts 
and police stations.” he replied. A Voice 
broadcast, he recalled, provided the first in- 
formation that an international panel of ju- 
rists was inquiring into alleged human rights 
violations in Thailand. 

* * * 

Repressive governments find shortwave 
broadcasts an embarrassment. Some dele- 
gates at a telecommunications conference 
now meeting in Geneva argue that their 
countries should have the right to pull the 
switch oif the Voice and the BBC. What 
hurts, plainly, is not that those services carry 
false reports, since they could quickly be dis- 
credited. The real indignity is that the reports 
are too often verifiably true. 

It is thus unhappy news that the British 
government, for budgetary reasons, may pull 
back on the BBCs global coverage. Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher wants all gov- 
ernment departments except the armed 


forces and police to reduce spending by 10 
percent The BBC external service has al- 
ready suffered four cutbacks since 1970. This 
latest economy may mean a 25 percent re- 
duction in its broadcasting: It would proba- 
bly marie the end of vernacular prog ramming 
for Southeast Asia and black Africa. 

♦ * * 

If Mrs. Thatcher does not relent, the result 
will be a greater burden on the Voice of 
America. Fortunately, the Voice under suc- 
cessive directors (including Peter Straus, who 
just resigned the post) has been gaining in 
volume and authority. As the BBC earned its 
reputation through factual wartime broad- 
casts, so the Voice became more believable 
through its coverage of Watergate. Although 
it is an agency of the government, the Voice 
has fought for and substantially won the 
right to make its own editorial judgments. 

Even so, if the BBC silences programs in 
as many as 20 languages, the democratic sig- 
nal would be seriously weakened. By opting 
out, Britain would be jamming its own voice. 
Mrs. Thatcher should reconsider.

Cairo’s Snipped Fil

It’s hard to know EXACTLY why several 
films depicting Jews were censored at the re- 
cent Fourth Cairo International Film Festi- 
val. They were, and of course it’s bad news. 
Yet we think it’s more interesting that Jewish 
themes were shown at all. The Nile does not 
change course readily and Arab politics are 
well known for relentless boycotts. Yet Egypt 
is in the middle of a genuine revaluation, and 
it is happening quickly despite some lurches. 

* * * 

Maybe the Egyptian Censorship Board 
didn’t listen to the festival's Egyptian spon- 
sors when they said they wanted some hon- 
est-to-goodness artistic freedom. Maybe the 
censors thought it wise to observe the letter 
of Egyptian law', which has not yet ended the 
economic and cultural boycott of Israel. Or 
perhaps they really were, as they said, using 
scissors to “protect” against the anti-Israeli 
wrath they fear still boils in Egypt. Whatever 
the reason, the censors chopped up or held 
up “The Magician of Lublin,” based on the 
novel about Polish Jewry by Isaac Bashevis 
Singer; “The Garden of the Finzi-Continis;” 


and a Yugoslav film showing a Jewish resist- 
ance fighter during World War II. A Swiss 
film was so sliced up that a suit is threatened. 

Censorship, of course, is very much a part 
of Arab societies. Religious censorship, for 
example, is sweeping: there is extreme reluc- 
tance to show Islamic themes for fear of of- 
fending conservatives who might see in them 
idolatry or irreverence. Political censorship is 
also endemic, and again, not just in Egypt’s 
corner of the Arab world. 

* * * 

Yet for all of that, we are more impressed 
that “The Garden of the Finzi-Continis” was 
shown at all, and that the festival's director 
could complain loudly at the snipping. Eliza- 
beth Taylor, long shunned by Arabs for her 
support of Israel, was a guest of honor. Israe- 
li movie directors were also on hand. 
Cairenes were curious about the films and 
there were plenty of cheap seats. It is amaz- 
ing, when one thinks of it, that a nation so 
long at war with Israel is now letting in reels, 
even nearly whole reels, of Jewish experience.

L OS ANGELES — Hello! Is there anyone out there who will 
listen to me? 

How can L convince you that I am a prisoner? 

For the past five years. 1 have not seen a park or the ocean or even 
just a few feet of grass. 

I am an 84-year-old woman, and the only crime which I have 
committed is that I have an illness which is called chronic. I have 
severe arthritis and about five years ago 1 broke my trip. WhBe I was 
recuperating in the hospital, I realized that I would need extra help 
at home. But there was no one. My son died 35 years ago, my 
husband, 25 years ago. I have a few nieces and nephews who come 
by to visit onoe in a while, but I couldn’t ask them to take me in, and 
the few friends I still have are just getting by, themselves. So I 
woundup at a convalescent hospital in the middle of Los Angeles. 

All kinds of people are thrown together here. I at and watch, day 
after day. As I look around this room, I see the pathetic ones (may- 
be the lucky ones — who knows?) who have lost their and 

the poor scads who should be out but nobody comes to get them; 
and the sick oixs who ra in pain. We are all locked up together. 

I have been keeping in touch with the world through 'the newspa- 
per, my one great luxury. For the last few years I have been reading 
about the changes in Medicare regulations. All l can see from these 
improvements is that nurses spend more time writing. For, after aB, 
how do you regulate caring? 

Most of the nurses’ aides who work here are from other countries. 
Even those who can speak English don’t have much in cfttwirmai with 
us. So they hurry to get their work done as quickly as posable. 
There are a few caring people who work here, but there are so many 
of us who are needy for that kind of honest attention. 

A doctor comes to see me once a month. He spends approximate- 
ly three to five seconds with me and dim a few more minutes writ- 
ing in the chart or joking with the nurses. (My own doctor doesn't 
come to convalescent hospitals, so I had to take this one.) I some- . 
times wonder about bow the nurses' aides feel when they work so 
hard for so little money and then see that the person who spends so 
little time is the one who is paid the most. 

I notice that most of the physicians who come here don’t even pay 
attention to things like whether their patient’s fingernails are 
trimmed or whether their body is foul-smelling. Last week when die 
doctor came to see me, I hadn’t had a bath in Id days because die 
nurse's aide took too long on be- coffee break. She wrote m the . 
chart that she gave me a shower — anyway, who would check or 
care? I would be labeled as a complainer or losing my memory, and 
that would be worse. 

ft is now 8 o'clock. Time to be in bed. I live through each night — " 
and it is a long night — with memories of my childhood. I Kved on 
an apple farm in Washington. ■ 

I remember bow I used to bake pies and cakes and oodries for 
friends and neighbors and their children. In the five years ! have 
been here. I have had no choice — no choice of when I want to eat 
or what I want to eat. It has been so long since I have tasted- fruit 
like mangos or cherries. 

As I write this, 1 keep wishing I were exaggerating. .. . 

These last five years feel like the last 500 of my life. 

Last year, one of the volunteers here read ns a. poem. It was by 
Robert Browning. I think it was called “Rabbi Ben Ezra.” It went 
something like this: “Grow old along with me, the best of life is yet 
to b&” How can I begin to tell yoq that growing old in 'America is 
for me an unbelievable, lonely nightmare? 

1 am writing this because many of you may live to be old like me, 
and by then it null be too late.

Jeffrey Robinson, reporting on a 
collector interest in obsolete bond 
certificates (IHT, Sept. 17), men- 
tioned a Poyaisian land debenture 
issued by Robert Charles Frederick, 
king of the “Mosquito Nation." 
. Since the Poyaisian swindle was one 
of the most spectacular of tbe 1 9th 
century, it merits further comment. 

In 1820. Gregor MacGregor ob- 
tained an extensive land grant from 
the king of the Mosouito Indians, a 
tribe controlling die Caribbean 
coasts of Honduras and Nicaragua. 
These Indiahs had been staunch al- 
lies of the English against Spain 
sinefe 1687. when the governor of 
Jamaica crowned their fust king. 

Back in London. MacGregor 
formed a gold mining company to 
sell title certificates to portions of 
the concession which he called the. 
Poyaisian Republic. But gullible 
English and Scots investors found 
upon arriving in Honduras in 1921 
not the civilized, gold-rich, tropical 
paradise promised in MacGregor’s 
prospectus, but primitive ' huts, 
swamps and, for many, death - by 
disease. Undaunted,- MacGregor 
moved his activities to the Conti- 
nent, wherein 1823 be launched -tbe 
first of two oversubscribed Poyai- 
sian bond issues. Both went quickly 
into defanlL 

MacGregor was not only per- 
suasive. but also persistent. In the 
1850s. thirty years after his first 
Mosquito venture, he was still offer- 
ing Poyaisian land certificates to 
the unwary from an office in Pan- 
eras Lane in the City of London.

Clear Message 

Mr. Brezhnev’s reply made it 
clear that the Russians would be of 
little help in resolving what they be- 
lieved to be essentially an American 
political problem. 

According to official sources fa- 
miliar with the exchange, the Bre- 
zhnev message contained tbe es- 
sence of the Soviet qualifications 
and - assurances that Mr. Carter 
-made public Monday night.' It fell 
far short of what Mr. Carter needed 
to settle the issue by diplomatic 
means. 

In essence, the Soviet Union 
agreed not to do in the future what 
the United Slates claims it has done 
— to create a threatening combat 
presence on the Caribbean island. 
Although this was not spelled out in 
public, the Russians are reported u\ 
have agreed that they will not sup- 
ply airlift or sealift capability to So- 
viet forces in Cuba. They apparent- 
ly agreed not to contradict a U.S.

Sees SALT Impasse Broken 

White House Encouraged 
By Initial Soviet Reaction

WASHINGTON. Oct. 3 (NYT) 
— President Carter, encouraged by 
what he regards as a mild initial re- 
action from Moscow to his speech 
on Monday, says he thinks that 
over time the Soviet Union might 
change the combat nature of its bri- 
gade in Cuba. 

In spite of the mixed reaction on 
Capitol Hill to his handling of the 
affair, Mr. Carter was telling visi- 
tors at the White House yesterday 
that he believes that he has broken 
the logjam on the proposed, strate- 
gic arms limitation agreement with 
his own measures and with what he 
interprets as top-level Soviet as- 
surances not to enlarge the brigade 
or to add to its capabilities. 

Although the president would 
like to see some actual change in the 
functioning of the brigade in the 
coming weeks, he takes the position 
that what he once described as the 
“unacceptable" status quo has been 
“adequately" altered for the Senate 
to consider the arms treaty. 

Treaty Was Paramou&t 

In rather dramatic language, be 
now tells visitors that rejection of 
the arms treaty would shake the At- 
lantic alliance to its foundations. 
Both his comments and tbe ac- 
counts of other officials make dear 
that preserving the prospects for the 
arms treaty was paramount in the 
president’s ultimate decisions on 
how to deal with the Sennet brigade. 

On Capitol FOIL some senators 
charge that Mr. Carter simply chose 
to accept the status quo in Cuba, 
without any change in the Soviet 
Union's combat brigade. Privately, 
high administration officials 
concede that the changes mentioned 
by Mr. Carter refer to U.S. coun- 
termeasures rather than any Soviet 
actions to alter the operation of the 
brigade. 

Moreover, the president acknowl- • 
edges that he misstated when he 


told the United Slates cm Monday 
night that the Soviet unit “has 
been" a combat brigade. What he 
meant to say wa$ that it still is one. 

From the president's perspective, 
excessive domestic political exploi- 
tation of tbe issue pushed him into 
a difficult situation where be fdt he 
had to choose between a major con- 
frontation with the Soviet Union 
and a course of action that would 
heal the rift that had opened with 
Moscow. 

Domestic Pressure 

By his account, both his own ad- 
visers and advisers from previous 
administrations, counseled him that 
the- Soviet troops in Cuba posed no 
threat to the United States, that the 
pursuit of peace with Moscow was 
an overriding concern, and that the 
ratification of the arms treaty with 
Moscow was paramount 

For that reason, the president 
thought that it would be ill-advised 
to engage in. major actions such as a 
blockade of Cuba, massive 
maneuvers in the Caribbean or di- 
rect actions against Soviet interests 
elsewhere in the world. But other 
officials have acknowledged that he 
was under domestic political pres- 
sure to show forcefulness. 

26 Vietnam Refugees

Most Young Children in U.S. Take 
Buses or Are Driven to Schools 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (UPI) — Ten years ago, about half the 
grade school children in the United States walked or bicycled to 
class but now most take a bus or are driven, the Census Bureau 

reported today. 

The report said the change appears to be due to consolidation of 
small schools into larger districts, and to the move from city to 
suburbs. 

“Racial patterns of blacks and whites woe also responsible for aa 
increased reliance on busing os a means of transporting children to 
racially balanced schools during the 1970s." the bureau said. 

The bureau said its October. 1978. survey showed 43 percent of 
the 24 million children in kindergarten through sixth grade rode a 
school bus to doss while 19 percent were driven and 37 'percent 
walked or rode a bike. Only I pereeni used public transportation. 

Ten years ago. 37 percent rode a school bus. 12 percent were 
driven and 49 percent walked or rode bikes, the survey showed.

crossroad on. the way to town. 
“Beal you to .the general store, 
Abner” They still do it, only now 
theis names are Stanley Dancer and 
Del Miller and Billy Haughton, and 
their general store is the First Na- 


tional Bank -and the stakes are in 
the mini ons. 

And that is essentially what the 
fight is about: tradition versus mon- 
ey. 

•The Hambletonian Society is 
made up of 21 wealthy honeowners 
and breeders, a conservative group. 
They wiD sit around a long table m 
a nv,liil t roOm at the race trade 
and try to pick a winner. Here is 
how a handicapper mi gh t mg up 
the field: 

NEW YORK — Even-money fa- 
vorite conies from reputable stable, 
with strong money strain.

Why can’t the race be staged at 
Roosevelt Raceway on Long Island,

Because the 
conditions under which the Ham- 
Metonian is raced are rigid, and the 
proprietors of the race unyiddiqg. 
The venerable trot may be raced 
only on a one-utile trade arid during 
daylight hours. 

It is a grading contest that could 
last four heats of - one mile each, a 
feat beyond the stamina of the more 
delicate thoroughbred horses. 

In 1976, the grind nearly took the 
Hfe of the winner, Steve LobdL The 
3-year-dd colt went into shock dur- 
ing an attack of hear exhaustion 
and almost died in his stall. The 
same thing happened a year earlier 
to Bonefish, another four-heat 
winner, but it is also possible for a 
horse to take the prestigious event 
in two heats. 

“It’s inhumane,” some of the 
horsemen said, and threatened nev- 
er to come back. 

But they do come back because it 
is the Hombtetanian. and a victory 
raises their hone into the multi~m£l- 
lion-doflar stud class.

‘My Next Escape* 


Funny, the man’ who has been to Burma and 
Singapore and La Paz. who- has ridden the 
Trans-Siberian Express and the Aztec Eagle 
and the Balboa Bullet, does not particularly 
think of himself as a good traveler — even u 
he can change his mind fast. 

"1 think of a good traveler as one who can 
get to a place and get a good night's sleep, no 
matter what happens ” he says. “I’m always 
planning my next move, my next escape.” 

Like the time he got to Mexico Gty at dark, 
after a day and a night overland from Nuevo 
Laredo, derided the whole place was huge and 
* cold and foul, and went staightaway to tbe 
ticket counter and bought a sleeper to Vera- 
cruz. The hfcll with Mexico City. “It was 
cheaper than a hotel room and. anyway, peo- 
ple said that Veracruz oiT the Gulf Coast, was 
much wanner." he writes in his boric. 

The going, not the landing, is what matters.

He applies it with a sur- 
geon’s skill. “A good traveler would have a 
greater suspension of disbelief than 1 have. He 
could eat anything, sleep anywhere. There is a 
sort of selfishness about him* that I don’t have.

In a way, his books are like that, Theroux's 
literary affinities are very English. It is like 
Graham Greene without the sin, as one critic 
has raid. There is the acerbic wit of Evelyn 
Waugh, the exile's mannered eye he probably 
got from Henry James. He does not go for' the 
boomer book either. That is not English at all. 
He just nibbles away, publishing year, after 
year. 

Theroux’s novel of some years ago, “Saint 
Jade." has just been released as a film directed 
by Peter Bogdanovich. Tbe movie won an 
award at the' Venice film festival — but suffers 
bad reviews in the United States.' 

He got the idea for “The Old Patagonian 
Express" when .he discovered it was theoreti- 
cally posable to travel by rpil almost unintei 4 
ruptedly from the subway station near his 
childhood home to tbe pampas of Argentina. 
That was. a tempting thought, “merely skimm- 
ing south, a bird of passage generalizing on tbe 
immediate," while die rest of us slogged 
through winter. What Theroux likes most 
about trains, he thinks, is the continuous vi- 
sion they provide — images across a curved 
surface of earth. 


He is no E.M. Frimbo, though, that hope-

Now that he thinks about it — he has fin- 
ished breakfast and is sitting erect; his tinted 
glasses bounce yellow light — what does travel 
have to do with fun anyway? Fun is not the 
point. Tbe print is discovery. Discovery has its 
own rewards. “Travel is glamorous only in re- 
trospect," he says, a little resignedly. 

“i spent the whole' summer on the Cape sail- 
ing my Sunfish. Time passed very quickly. But 
it’s only memorable as a vague pleasure, not 
something detailed and fleshy." - 
If it were not for travel writers like Antonio 
Pigafetta, then how would we know what Ma- 
gellan’s voyages were like? If Trollope bad not 
gone to the West Indies, or Dickens .to Ameri- 
ca, and then written, beautifully about it, the 
world would be a poorer place. Robert Louis 
Stevenson and Mark Twain are excellent trav- 
el writers, he thinks. D.H. Lawrence? “I find 
him too biased and mystical. He doesn’t give 
the place a chance." 

At the moment. Theroux has no burning de- 
sire to go off. He has a new fiction idea. Even- 
tually, die wander itch mil come again; he wiQ 
scratch.
